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SCHLEY WARNED — 
NOT TO BE RASH 


Ordered By Navy Departmen 
Not to Expose Ships to 
Shore Batteries 


MLLEGED THAT ADMIRAL 
WAS NERVOUS UNDER FIRE 


Commander Potts Says That Schley 
Seemed in Great Mental Stress 
While the Attack on the 
Colon Was in Prog- 
ress. 


Washington, October 9.—In the Schley 
paval court o1 ing: iiry today Iieutenant 
M. L. Bristol completed his testimorf> 
begun and three new witnesses were in- 
troduced. They were Rear Admiral Hen- 
ry C. Taylor, who, as captain, commanded 
the battleship Indiana during the war 
with Spain; Lieutenant Commander Tem- 
plin M. Potts, who was navigator of the 
battleship Massachusetts during that pe- 
riod, and Lieutenant Edward L. Letper, 


who was on the New Orleans during the | 


war, the last named being still on the 
‘stand when the court adjourned for the 


day. 

Admiral Taylor related incidents of the 
battle off Santiage on July 3, including 
the Brooklyn's famous turn. He said 
that none of the Spanish ships made any 
‘ effort to ram the American vessels when 
they came out of the harbor at Santiago. 

Commander Potts’ testimony dealt espe- 
clally with the bombardment of the Co- 
lon. Answering a question from Judge 
Advocate Lemly, as to the conduct of 
Commodore Schley during that engage- 
ment, he said it was that of a man labor- 
ing under great mental excitement and 
of a man who was anxious to discharge 
as soon as possible a disagreeable duty. 
Lieutenant Leiper expressed the opinion 
that the Spanish shore botteries at San- 
tiago had not been at any time formida- 
ble. 

During Commander Potts’ examination 
Mr. Raynar secured permission from the 
court to introduce as evidence the order 
of Secretary Long to Admiral Sampson, 
dated April 6, in which hé was aiimonish- 
ed against the exposure of the American 
vessels to the fire of strongly fortified 
ports. The paragraph in that order 
which he especially wished to have con- 
sidered read as follows: 

“The department does not wish the ves- 
sels of your squadron to be exposed to 
the fire of the batteries at Havana, San- 
tlago de Cuba or other strongly fortified 
ports in Cuba, unless the more formida- 
ble Spanish vessels should take refuge 
within those harbors. Even in this case 
the department would suggest that a rigid 
blockave and employment of our tofpedo 
boats might accomplish the desired ob- 
‘ject, viz., the destruction of the enemy's 
vessels without sv bjecting unnecessarily 
our own men of war to the fire of the land 
batteries.”’ 

Ve dispatch also contains the following 
ord er: 

“The department further desires that 
in case of war vou will maintain a strict 
blockade of Cuba. particularly at the 
ports of Havana, Matanzas. and, if possi- 
‘ble, of Santiago de Cuta, Manzanillo and 
Cienfugos.”’ 

BRISTOL DOES .NOT DOUBT 
WORDS OF OTHER PEOPLE 

Lieutenant Bristol was questioned by 
Mr Raynor concerning the distance out 
of the blockading ships at Cienfugos, but 
he declined to change his estimate of ves- 
terday that it was risen 8 to 10 milg@s from 
the harbor. 

Mr. Raynor read Commoéore Schley’s 

eport as to the blockade off Cienfugos, 
in which he said: “A line of blockade 
Was established about 4 miles off shore at 
Cienfugos,”’ and asked: “‘That is not a 
eg statement of the commodore’s, 

s it?’’ 

“The statemegts I make are what I 
thought and what I believe to be right. I 
do not question other people’s words.”’ 

Speaking of the weather during the 
cruise of the flying squadron from Cien- 
fugos to Santiago, the witness said there 
were fresh breezes and that there was a 
moderate sea. A small boat could, he 
Said, have been lowered at any time dur- 
ing the voyage 

Mr. Raynor asked the witness whether 
there had been any menace to any of the 
American ships on July 3 from the shore 
batteries. Lieutenant Bristol replied 
that there was danger to the Gloucester 
because that ves3el was unarmored. He 
said that he did not consider the New 
York in danger. 

At the request of Mr. Raynor the wit- 
hess made measurements from his chart 
to show the distance the Brooklyn was 
from the Spanish ships during the fight 
off Santiago. The reply was: ‘The dis- 
tance of the Oquendo from the Brooklyn, 
taken from the chart just before the turn 
is 4,690 yards, the Maria Teresa 3,70 yards 
Taken from the chart when the Maria 
Teresa and Oquendo were about to run 
ashore, which practically the nearest 
point, the Oquendo was 2,800 yards from

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BLACK OUTLAW 


SHOT STRAIGHT 


Five Persons Were Dropped 
By His Rifle Before He 
Was Captured. 


HE MURDERED A WOMAN } 
BECAUSE OF JEALOUSY 


In His Flight He Shot Two Men and, 
When Finally Bayed, He Shot 
Down Sheriff Armstrong 
and His Deputy. 


Madison, Fla., October 9.—WIill Jones, 
a negro outlaw, is in jail here, seriously 
wounded, after having experienced one 


' of the most desperate fights with a posse 


of officers ever known in Florida. Im- 
mediately preceding his fight with the 
officers Jones killed a woman because 
of jealousy and a negro man. Sheriff 
Armstrong was notified of the murder 
of the woman in the southeastern part 
of the county, and with deputies hur- 
ried to the scene. He found that the 
woman had been shot down as she sat 
by the side of her husband in her home 
and that Jones had escaped to the woods. 
The outlaw in the meantime in his flight 
had run upon Dan Anderson, a white 
man, who was hunting, and, believing 
the man an officer, had without warning 
shot him down. 

Jones was finally surrounded in a va- 
cant house, but kept the small posse at 
bay with his rifle and finally escaped. 
The sheriff increased his posse and re- 
sumed the hunt this morning, following 
the trail for miles, when he was finally 
surrounded in a live oak prairie near 
Higdon. At the sight of the posse the 
outlaw opened fire, and a vigorous fu- 
sillade continued for several minutes. 
When the smoke had cleared, Sheriff 
Armstrong and Deputy Yarbrough were 
both wounded, one ball striking the for- 
mer in the head. Neither officer, how- 
ever, is fatally wounded. The negro out- 
law was also found prostrate in his own 
blood, with several wounds in his body. 
He is yet alive. 


SETH LOW EAGER TO USE AX 
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He Wants a Chance ‘to Behead Mur- 
phy and Devery. 

New York, October 9.—The republicans 
of’ this city tonight held a large meeting 
in the Grand Central palace at which 
the nomination of Seth Low for mayor of 
Greater New York and the entire fusion 
ticket were ratified. The list of speakers 
included Mr. Low, General B. F. Tracey 
and others. When Mr. Low mentioned 
Deputy Superintendent of Police Devery’s 
name and remarked that he had . been 
asked if in the event of his election he 
would remove Devery, he said: 

“If it had been asked seriously I would 
take it as an affront.’’ This brought great 
applause, which was followed by anoth- 
er outburst when Mr’. Low said, if elect- 
ed, he would see that the official heads 
of Commissioner Murphy and Deputy 
Devery would roll upon the floor as soon 
after January as possible. Mr. Low said, 
with reference to the rank and file of 
the police department, that he would 
give a head who would treat them fairly.

BAN OF THE CHURCH 


PLACED ON DIVORCE 


Stringent Canon Relating to 
Subject is Adopted by the 
Episcopal Bishop, 


MINISTERS FORBIDDEN 
TO PERFORM CEREMONY 


When Either of Contracting Parties 
Has Been Divorced — Canon 
Will Cause a Warm De- 
bate in the House 
of Deputies. 


San Francisco, October 9.~—The action 
of greatest importance taken today by 
the triennial Epfscopal convention was 
the adoption by the house of bishops by 
a vote of 37 to 21, of canon 36, which re; 
lates to the solemnization of marriage. 
All of its provisions had previously been 
argued except those contained in section 
4, which forbade the marriage of persons 
divorced for any cause not existing before 
marriage. 


“For any cause not existing before mar- 


riage’ is understood to refer to such 
causes as insanity, inability to execute a 
contract, the existence of a living wife or 
husband or like reasons which practically 
render the marriage null and void. This 
section has been a bone of contention, a 
strong element in the church holding that 
the remarriage of the innocent party to a 
divorce granted on the ground of infidell- 
ty should not be forbidden. The bishops 
have refused to accept this view of the 
matter. 

Marriage and Divorce Canon. 

The question is by no means settled, as 
the whole subject is now to come up in 
the house of deputies, where it is expect- 
ed to cause a’ protracted debate. The 
canon, as finally passed by the house of 
bishops reads: 

“Canon thirty-six— 

“Of the solemnization of matrimony. 

‘1. The solemnization of matrimony in 
this church in ‘which the mutual consent 
of each party entering into this state of 
life is given in the presence of a minister, 
who, having pronounced, in the name of 
the Holy Trinity, to be man and wife, in- 
vokes the divine biessing upon their 
union, 

‘2. The requirements of the laws of the 
state regarding the conditions for the 
civil contract of marriage shall in all 
cases be carefully observed before the 
marriage is solemnized. 

‘3. No minister shall solemnize the 
marriage of any person who is a minor 
under the law of the place of marriage, 
unless the parent or guardian of such 
minor is present and consenting, or shall 
have given written consent to the mar- 
riage, or is permanently resident in a for- 
eign country. 

‘‘No minister shall 
riage except in the 
two witnesses, the minister, or the wit- 
nesses being personally acquainted with 
the parties. Every minister shall without 
delay formally record in the proper regis- 
ter the name, age and residence of each 
party: Such record shall be signed by 
the minister who performs the ceremony 
and, if practical, by the marriage parties 
and by at least two witnesses of the mar- 
riage. 

‘4 No minister shall solemnize a mar- 
riage between any two persons unless, 
nor until by imquiry he shall have satis- 
fied himself, that neither person has been 
or is the husband or wife of any other 
person then living. Unless the former 
marriage was annulled by a decree of 
some civil court of competent jurisdiction 
for cause existing before such former 
marriage.” 

The bishops have yet to consider canon 
87, providing for the discipline of persons 
marrying after having been divorced.

Another feature of the work of the 
house of bishops today was the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five to act with 
similar committees of priests ard lay- 
men, constituting a joint committee of 
fifteen, in considering the proposed 
change in the name of the church. The 
committee has no power to act, but tis to 
report tts findings at the next general 
eqonvention to be held in Boston in 1904. 

The house of deputies adopted the re- 
port of the joint committee on marginal 
readings, after agreeing to an amend- 
ment eliminating those readings which 
are original with the committee. 

The vote on the main proposition as 
amended was: 

Clerical—Aye, 
ceses; divided, 1, 

Layv—Aye, 45 dioceses; 
divided, 2. 

The report as amerded will go back 
to the house of bishops for action on 
the amendment. 

The house of deputies will tomorrow 
take up the canon on marriage and di- 
vorce, 

Both houses unanimously selected Bos- 
ton as the place for holding, the next tri- 
ennial convention. 

At the morning session of the house of 
deputies the special committee submit- 
ted resolutions in regard to the death of 
President McKinley which were unani- 
mously adopted by a standing vote. The 
resolutions follow: : 

‘Resolved, That the general committee 
of the Protestant church, meeting in the 
city of San Francisco, hereby records its 
teeBmg of deep regret that so dastardly a 
crime resulted in the death of our chief 
magistrate, William McKinley, and ex- 
pression of hope that this common sor- 
row may unite our people in a bond that 
may tend more and more to exalt our 
government in truth and justice. 

‘Second, That the guilt of this assassi- 
nation is aggravated by the fact that it 
is a menace to the idea of law and re- 
spect for the country’s rulers. 

‘Third, That we appreciate the consci- 
entious ability of his public service, the 
beauty of his private life and the noble 
sense of his great faith. 

“It is resolved furthe that a copy of 
these resolutions be torwarded to Mrs. 
McKinley and to the congress of the 
United States.”’

The announce- 
ment came as a great surprise. For nine 
years Mr. Dale has been chairman of 
the board, during which time he has 
exercised an almost absolute control in 
county affairs. He has been the subject 
of more bitter criticism and has probably 
caused more hard feeling than dny man 
who ever sat in the chairman's seat, and 
yet he never had any difficulty in secur- 
ing reelection. His succcess in this re- 
spect was doubtless due to his excellent 
capacity in handling the county affairs. 
Under his administration the county's 
system of drainage has been greatly ex- 
tended, a splendid system of roads has 
been provided, the large body of county 
convicts has beén advantageously em- 
ployed, and the county’s affairs thave 
been managed with a rigid economy. 
During his administration Mr. Dale has 
kept up a constant warfare with the 
board of education, and has antagonized 
numerous other interests. He never 
sought political support, nor cared 
whether the public was pleased or dis- 
pleased with his administration. Polit- 
ically he was ah anomaly. He did not 
even trouble himself to keep in touch 
with his three sons in law, Messrs. W. 
W. Osborne, James M. Dixon and Colonel 
M. W. Dixon, all three powers in local 
politics. The truth is that the politicians 
were afraid of the old man, and there 
has seldom been a political fight that he 
did not receive strong support from both 
sides. 

Either Frank S. Lathrop or A. B. 
Moore, both capable men and _ well 
acquainted with the county’s affairs, is 
likely to be Mr. Dale’s successor.

PONGRESS ASKED 
TO GRANT MONEY 


To Improve Alvers and Har- 
bors of. the Country, 


FOR THE ISTAMIAN CANAL 


Resolutions Are Adopted Urging Its 
Speedy Completion — Proposed 
Vote of Confidence in 
Roosevelt Is Killed 
in Committee. 


Baltimore, Md., October §.—The national 
rivers and harbors congress adjourned 
sine die today, after adopting resolutions 
embodying its sentiments with regard to 
congressional appropriations for the im- 
provement of waterways. Congress was 
urged to take speeay action in the matter 
of the construction of an isthmian canal. 
The place of meeting for the next con- 
gress was not decided upon. Invitations 
were received from Beaumont, Tex., and 
St. Louis, Mo. 

An incident of totlay’s session was the 
ruling out of a resolution of confidence in 
President Roosevelt, offered by A. R. 
Smith, of New York, who asked that it be 
adopted without reference to the commit- 
tee. Objection was raised on the ground 
that the resolution was not germane, and 
it was referred to the committee who 
failed to report upon it. 

After the adjournment the members 
took an excursion to Annapolis and other 
points. 

The resolutions are as follows: 

“Resolved, That this congress asserts 
that the best development of our national 
resources demands the adequate improve- 
ment of our waterways; and, therefore, it 
indorses and urges upon the congress of 
the United States a liberal policy in their 
improvement, through systematic and 
adequate appropriations. In equally un- 
equivocal terms, this congress deplores 
and condemns any action which leads to 
Ho failure of river and harbor legisla- 

on. 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
congress that the improvement of rivers 
and harbors is fully as important as the 
work carried on by any department of the 
general government, and for this reason 
we urge that appropriations therefor be 
placed upon such a footing as will in- 
sure, at all times, ample funds for a vig- 
orous prosecution of the work; and to 
this end, we indorse the system of con- 
tinuing contracts. 

“Resolved, That in the judgment of this 
congress, ai items shall be excluded from 
the river and harvor bill that do not ap- 
pertain to the improvement of harbors 
and waterways for the purpose of water- 
borne commerce. 

‘Resolved, That the wonderful prosper- 
ity of our country is largely due to the 
vast increase in our foreign commerce, 
and that to advance our position, as a 
great commercial nation, all possible fa- 
cilities must be afforded—deeper and wider 
channels must be created to meet the re- 
quirements of the modern steamships that 
have revolutionized the commerce of the 
world, 

“Resolved, That our great systems of 
internal navigation. by the lakes and wa- 
terways of our country. besides being so 
essential as our great highways of com- 
merce, to the fullest devclopment of our 
natural resources, are natural and effec- 
tive regulators of freight rates, and we 
therefore urge their continuous and sys- 
tematic improvement, with liberal appro- 
priations therefor. 

“Resolved, That an executive committee 
of seven be appointed by the president of 
this congress, representing the different 
sections of the country, who shall have 
general charge of the affairs of this con- 

ess with power to convene future meet- 
ngs, and to perform such other duties as 
may be necessary to carry into effect the 
purposes and objects of its organization. 

“Resolved, That the foregoing résolu- 
tions be formally submitted to the appro- 
priate committees of congress at its next 
session by a committee, consisting of one 
delegate from each state, to be appointed 
by the president of this congress, who 
shall be ex-officio a member of the com- 
mittee. 

‘Resolved, That we regard the construc- 
tion of an isthmian canal as men im- 
portant, and urge upon congress té take 
speedy action on the same.”

The*emembers were late in getting to- 
gether for the morning session and the 
time was principally devoted to Mstening 
to an address by Hon. Harvie Jordan. 
president of the Cotton Growers’ Associa- 
tion of Georgia, on education of the 
southern farmers in cotton growing and 
in making farming in the south self- 
sustaining, and particularly on the or- 
ganization of the southern cotton growers 
for cooperation in marketing their prod- 
ucts and regulating the supply on the 
market to the demand. 

The commissioners elected officers as 
follows: President, S. L. Patterson, of 
North Carolina; first vice president, J. G. 
Lee, of Louisiana; second vice president, 
R. R. Poole, of Alabama; treasurer, G. 
W. Kerner, of Virginia: secretary, B. W. 
Kilgore, of North Carolina. 

Nashville, Tenn., was selected for the 
next meeting place, the time for holding 
the convention to be fixed by the execu- 
tive committee. 

‘Virginia Apples’ was the subject of a 
paper by G. W. Kerner, commissioner of 
agriculture for Virginia, at the afternoon 
session. As an object lesson he had piled 
before him on a table a barrel of select 
varieties of Virginia apples. 

A committee on uniform fertilizer, 
guarantees and laws gave a hearing to 
fertilizer manufacturers at noon in which 
the whole association participated. This 
is one of the most important subjects to 
come before the meeting. Representatives 
of eight of the leading fertilizer com- 
panies of the south are present. 

S. H. Nowlin, of Little Rock, read a 
paper entitled ‘“‘The Farmer.’’ This was 
discussed at length by members, after 
which Professor J. W. Connaway, veteri- 
nary of the Missouri experiment station, 
delivered a very interesting and impor- 
tant address on immunizing northern- 
bred cattle against Texas cattle fever’ 
as a means of improving the cattle of 
the south. 

The evening session was devoted largely 
to a discussion of Professor Connaway’s 
paper. 

After listening to Commissioner Frank 
Hill’s paper on “Apple Culture in Ar- 
kansas,’ the meeting adjourned until to- 
morrow.

Cape Town, October 9.—The Gazette to- 
day proclaims martial law in the dis- 
tricts of Cape Town, Wynberg, Simons- 
town, Port Elizabeth and East London. 

The proclamation is the outcome of the 
recent visit of the premier of Cape Col- 
ony, Sir John Gordon Sprigg, and the 
under secretary of native -affairs in 
South Africa, J. Rose Innes, to the Brit- 
ish high commissioner, Lord Milner. It 
places under military control the few 
points in Cape Colony hitherto exempted, 
and the constitution, therefore, is now 
suspended over the entire colony. The 
action taken probably foreshadows the 
commencement of vigorous measures 
which are understood to be necessary to 
end the war. 

Martial law will be modified in its ap- 
plication to the ports by leaving the 
docks, railroads and harbors under the 
control of the civil authorities. Military 
rule will be mitigated in some other re- 
spects.

PROFIT OUT OF PENITENTIARY 


Convicts in Mississippi Raise Nearly 
5,000 Bales of Cotton. 
. Jackson, Miss., October 9.—(Special.)— 


' -The fiscal report of the warden of the 


penitentiary shows that the cotton crop 
now being harvested by the convicts will 
‘be about 4,925 bales. It is estimated that 
it takes from 3,800 to 4,000 bales of cotton 
‘to meet the current expenses of the insti- 
tution, and thus there is a good prospect 
for a profitable season for the stdte 
farms this year, notwithstanding the 
general crop shortage. The corn crop

ATTRACTS GREAT ATTENTION 


Charlestonians on Movement to Place 
Hampton in United Statgs Senate. 


Charleston, 8. C., October 9.—(S»ecial.) 
The suggestion made by Colonel Wille 
Jones that he would withdraw as a 
candidate for the United States senate 
in favor of General Wade Hampten has 
attracted widespread attention among 
politicians in Charleston: The announce- 
ment from George Johnstone, another 
candidate, that he would take gimilar 
steps in General Hampton's favor has 
been highly commended, and it is uni- 
versally believed that Hampton could win 
easily from Senator McLaurin. His great 
age and inflirmity is against the old sol- 
dier, however, although his friends would 
rejoice to see him spend his last days 
in the senate, f.om which he was ruath- 
lessly ejected by the Tillman faction.

Hawkes Attacks Testimony Gi- 
en in Hemp Investigation, 


NAMES TO BE KEPT SECRET 


He States That All the Stock Was 
to Be Carried in Heistand’s 
Name—Hearing Is Ad- 
journed to Next 
Month. 


Washington, October 9.—When the sen- 
ate committee on military affairs today 
resumed its hearing of the charges 
against Lieutenant Colonel Heistand, 
Major Hawkes, the prosecuting witness, 
was called to submit some evidence in 
rebuttal, which he desired to present. 

Major Hawkes, in correoting his testi- 
mony, had added a statement that Judge 
Boyd was not to subscribe for hemp 
stock, but was to receive it for the use 
of his name. This called out several 
questions as to the division of stock, and 
Hawkes said it was understood that the 
names of. the other parties were not to 
appear on the stock books. To avoid 
this, it was agreed between himself and 
Heistand that the $150,000 of stock was 
to be carried in Hawkes’ name. | 

Senator Cockrell asked him why he had 
not testified to this before, as it was 
a very important matter. 

Major Hawkes said he had never said 
anything to any of the parties about 
the matter.

“Was the Indiana in si{ch a position 
with reference to the Brooklyn and the 
enemy’s ships just aftey they cleared the 
entrance of the harbor that fou could 
form a fairly correct estimate of the dis- 
tance between them?” 

The reply was: “At the time mentioned 
there were but two occasions when the 
smoke permitted me to see the Brooklyn 
distinctly. I. could not, therefore, say 
what was the distance between the enemy 
and the Brooklyn just after the Span- 
ish fleet came out of the harbor.’’

The hearing was held at the office 
of Hon. Pope Barrow, arbitrator | named 
by the Plant system. Besides Mr. Bar- 
row, those, present were Hon. T. C. 
Crenshaw, chairman of the railroad com- 
arbitrator for the state; Judge 
E. H. Callaway, of Augusta, called in 
by the arbitrators as umpire between 
them; Attorney General J. M. Terrell and 
Comptroller \W. A. Wright, representing 
the state. and Hon. F. G. duBignon and 
W. L. Clay, representing the Plant sys- 
tem. 

Several witnesses were examined, but 
Mr. Barrow said, after the hearing, that 
no conclusion had been reached. In fact, 
argument had not been made, for there 
are more |witnesses to be examined. 
Colonel Wright and Colonel Terrell left 
tonight to return to Atlanta, as the case 
seems likely to take two or three days 
for a settlement. 

J. H. H. Osborne, chairman of the 
beard of tax assessors of Savannah, was 
the first witness. He was called because 
of his contention that the Plant system 
returned its Savannah real estate at far 
too low a figure. The company said the 
property was worth about $130,000. Mr. 
Osborne told the comptroller general that 
it was worth fully $372,250. 

General Superintendent Denham, of the 
Plant system, was a witness, as was 
A. J. Joseph, one of the company’s clerks. 
Their evidence was on personalty. Thev 
testified that the locomotives should not 
be valued as high as $4,100 each, which 
was the figure to which they _ been 
raised by the comptroller general from 
$2,000 each. The comptroller general 
added about $60,000 to the returns of the 
company by raising the value of the lo- 
comotives. 

The Plant system and the comptroller 
are about $410,000 apart in their valuation 
of the company’s property. The Plant 
system claims that some of its main 
track and some of its side tracks are 
assessed too heavily by the comptroller, 
so it maintains that if the value of real 
estate in Savannah is increased that of 
the tracks should be reduced. 

It is scarcely probable that the board 
will have to take a trip over the line 
to examine the property that is naving 
its value questioned.- Last year such a 
trip was made.

CAPACITY TAXED TO UTMOST 


More Room Needed at Girls’ Indus- 
trial School. 

Milledgeville, Ga., October 9.—(Special.) 
Over four hundred Georgia girls have 
entered, and the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college has its capacity taxed 
to the utmost. No other students can 
be admitted until some rooms are vacated 
by girls dropping out about Christmas 
holidays. The state is doing no more im- 
portant work, is making no better paying 
investment than this in the womanhood 
of Georgia. Not one girl should ask in 
vain for an education along life lines. 

Forecasting the work of the year, be- 
sides the usual high grade scholarship 
work, the following lines are to be ex- 
tended and stressed: 

A course in gardening and floriculture, 
begun last year, will be continued this, 
and it is to be hoped that many girls 
will be induced to turn the energies of 
the ‘“‘new woman’”’ 
and flowers as a life industry. 

The school of domestic science has 
added this year a course in normal do- 
mestic science. Cooking and sewing, as 
adapted to the common schools of Geor- 
gia, will be given the senior class. As 
this will be based on a year’s work done 
in the junior class, the normal! graduates 
will be well equipped. 

In nature study and manual training 
this institution has been doing pioneer 
work. These courses have been enlarged 
and the work made more definite. Les- 
sons will be given in basket making, 
raphia work, cloth\ weaving, bookbinding, 
cardboard construction, sewing and knife 
work, in addition: to freehand drawing, 
molding and modeling. We note with in- 
terest the introduction of sewing and 
wood work into the Atlanta schools. To 
make this work go smoothly and easily 
on, they should fill in with our graduates. 

A college Sabbath school has been or- 
ganized and is largely attended. This is 
probably the only state Sabbath school 
in the south. Nearly all the college 
teachers are earnest workers in it. 

Paul J. Fortin and Mrs. Fortin, late 
directors of a musical conservatory at 
Rome, have transferred to the musical 
department of this institution. They are 
assisted by Miss Pearl Duggan. of Spar- 
ta. Other new teachers are Miss Kate 
Thrash, of Griffin, and Miss’ Lawson 
Davis, of Macon. These young ladies 
are entering ably and _ enthusiastically 
into all the life and work of ‘the college. 

Mrs. E. M. Smith, of Thomasville, has 

resented the nature study Ifbrary with 
wo very valuable books, ‘““‘Wake, Robin,” 
by Burroughs, and “Bird Ways,”’ by Mil- 
ler. Mrs. Smith is a member of the 
board of visitors and is a valued friend 
of the college.

The female pris- 
oners and young boys will be kept in 
another part of the building. In the gec- 
ond story is a large cell to be used. a 
hespital room, where the sick pris@ners 
may be properly treated. The sanitation 
of the new jail is perfect. 

The capacity of the jail will be about 
twenty-five or thirty prisoners. It is 
large enough when it is considered that 
the county rarely has over ten prisoners 
on hand at one time and at times the jail 
is entirely empty. 

The new jail is a model of construction 
and reflects eredit upon Superintendent 
T. P. Stanley, under whose supervision 
the work was done.

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Agrees With the Constitution. 

We are glad to record The Rome 
Tribune as agreeing with the position 
taken by The Constitution toward the 
appointment of former Governor 
Jones as judge by President Roose- 
velt. 

The Tribune recognizes the good 
purpose of the president and would 
be glad to see the way opened for full 
discussion of matters now before the 
people. But, before that can be done, 
there is a question to be settled, as 
propounded by The Constitution. In 
The Tribune’s opinion: 


Our contemporary has made a bullseye 
shot. We all approve the appointment of 
former Governor Jones. President 
Roosevelt is to be commended for it. But 
we agree with The Constitution that “the 
democratic party by maintaining white 
supremacy is stronger in the south than 
are its principles. At the same time the 
democratic party is perfectly willing to go 
before the people on its principles alone, 
but as m rs now stand the negro ques- 
tion is superior to all party principles. 
There vet no effective discussion of 


party principles as long as the danger of 
negro domination exists. The people of 
the south understand it and will never 
agree to any breaking of the lines by 
which negroes may rule or éven hold the 
balance pf power in political contests, 
Not until the negro has been completely 
elimina as an issue can there be any 
serious division among the white people 
of the south. 

The intelligent northern and western 
men who have been through the south 
have a clear discernment of the situation. 
They admit the mistake made in giving 
suffrage to a horde of ignorant blacks. 
While the amendments to the constitu- 
tion will scarcely be repealed, yet we do 
not believe there will be organized and 
effective opposition in congress to the 
plan adopted in certain southern states 
which have disfranchised negroes. 

No matter by which method the un- 
due inflyence of the negro in politics 
be reached, the fact must be settled 
in advance of other questions. We 
give the negro work, we protect him 
in his accumulations, we rejoice in his 
triumph over adverse conditions, but 
he should not be thrust into high offi- 
cial position over white men, without 
their approval, and over the emphatic 
protest of the community to be 


served,

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Collections in Public Schools. 

It is the growing custom in many 
cities to tevy an involuntary tribute 
upon pupils by taking up collections 
for many outside purposes. 

The Philadelphia Ledger leads in 
protest against this tendency. The 
Ledger argues that even if the sub- 
scriptions were made uniform and as 
low as a penny there would still be 
objection to the proposition. “Many 
children cannot even afford to pay that 
small sum, yet if they did not they 
would have good reason to fear the 
taunts of some of their more fortunate 
playmates. The unconscious cruelty 
of childhood would ye cinema 4 be dis- 
playéd, the more so since the object 
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of making the collection is wnusally 
meritorious.” 

The point is well taken There 
should be introduced into the public 
schools no plan by which some chil- 
dren would be forced to stand at a dis- 
advantage. Leave collections to their 
parents. e 


Alimony for the Husband. ~~ 
In the battle of life the wife has 
been considered a charge upon the 
husband, and hence alimony in cases 
of separation came to be regarded as 
er exclusive right of the weaker ves- 


The courts of Ohio. have reversed 
this rule, however, and assuming the 
legal equality of the sexes, holds that 
the right of alimony is common. If 
the wife be the stronger member of 
the firm, Ohio holds that she should 
be responsible for the care of her 
weak husband, and should pay him ali- 
mony in proportion to her means. The 
Cincinnati Commercial Tribune ap- 
proves the new view, and says: 

This is as it should be. There is no rea- 
son for the denial of such alimony in the 
case of the husband where the law places 
the two on a perfect equality. The ques- 
tion of the greater independence and abil- 
ity of the husband to earn a support can 
safely be left to the discretion be the 
courts in regulating the amount pf the 
alimony allowed, but there can |be no 
more reason for denying such support to 
the deserving husband out of the wife’s 
separate estate than there would be in 
refusing it. 

This is but little in advance of the 
supreme court of Georgia, which has 
held that that active bread-winner for 
the house is the head thereof, although 
a nominal sovereignty is accorded 
the husband for the sake of tradition. 
‘The husband,” said Judge Logan E. 
Bleckley, while at the head of the su- 
preme court, “although of greatly re- 
duced importance, is still head of the 
house.”

Miss Stone Still Alive. 

That Miss Stone, now in the hands 
of Balkan marauders, is still alive is 
cause for congratulation, and it is to 
be hoped that she will yet be rescued. 

At the same time, civilization owes 
it to itself to see to it that this sys- 
tem of brigandage is at once stamped 
out. It is intolerable that in any part 
of Europe there should be permitted 
to exist such a condition as now ob- 
tains in the Turkish empire. Be- 
cause of the debt due by Turkey to a 
few continental capitalists, the Turk 
has been permitted to crush the fair- 
est corner of the old world. Native 
Christians have been persecuted with 
all the severity of the olden times. 
There is no more safety for the Chris- 
tian of other nations, yet all have been 
crushed in the effort to secure a dol- 
lar from the grand Turk. 

United Europe, with America, 
should close in upon the unholy spot 
and clean’ out of it every criminal to 
be found. A touch of martial law 
would teach these people that there is 
an outside power to which they can be 
held responsible. 

A little vigorous work in the Bal- 
kans would be a wonderful cfvilizer. 


Dr. Longino’s Resolution. 

The resolution introduced into 
council by Dr. Longino for the exten- 
sion of the authority of the board of 
health over the county is on the right 
line and should find objection no- 
where. 

It would be useless for the board 
of health to attempt to quarantine epi- 
demic diseases within the city line, if 
just across it there should be no con- 
trol whatever. The public has the 
right to call for protection against 
those who would break the laws of 
‘health, and people outside the limits 
are equally entitled to protection 
against city people who carry danger 
to them. The case is entirely 
mutual. 

If the legislature will extend the 
health authority of the city so as to 
include the county it will give assur- 
ance against the spreading of epi- 
demic diseases.

TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS. 


The Boston Globe, discussing the abduc- 
tion of Miss Stone, says that we must go 
back a century to find a parallel. There 
was a time, indeed, when the nineteenth 
Christian century was very, very young, 
that boasting brigandage in various Ma- 
hometan dominions fronting on the Medi- 
terranean was not only defied, but boldly 
met and overthrown by American arms. 
It is certainly to be accounted among the 
strange happenings of the twentieth cen- 
tury that anything at all resembling the 
occurrences of well-nigh a hundred years 
ago in the Far East should be brought to 
mind in these days of the earth. More- 
over, marvelous though it may seem, the 
case of Miss Stone, the imperiled mis- 
sionary of our own “latter time,’’ seems 
more enshrouded in mystery than was 
any one among the many acts of bri- 
gandage by wholesale which evoked 
American interference and American jus- 
tice so many long years ago. Says The 
Globe: 

“In its way, indeed, most generous is 
the manner in which certain compatriots 
of Miss Stone have rallied to the rescue 
of this devoted missionary, In spite of 
all the discouraging circumstances in the 
way. Philadelphia churches, of various

Negro Wealth Increasing.

We learn from The Atlanta Constitution 
that, according to the comptroller gen- 
eral’'s report, negroes own property in 
Georgia valued for taxation at $15,629,811, 
an increase of more than $1,000,000 over 
last year. Since the assessment for tax- 
able purposes is about 50 per cent of the 
intrinsic value, the wealth of the negroes 
who pay taxes in Georgia is round $30,- 
000,000. Add exemptions,” etc., and a fair 
estimate of the accumulations of the race 
in that state are, say, $35,000,000 to $40,000,- 
000. Which is not, we submit, a discour- 
aging exhibit. It fully bears out the ap- 
proximation of an eminent negro which 
places the wealth of the entire race in 
the south at $400,000, 000. All of this was 
madg, of course, gince 1870, the first year 
after. the civil war when southern condi- 
tions can be said to have reached a set- 
tled status. Up to that time the negro 
who managed to barely nay his way did 
very well indeed, 


Wheat in Georgia.

The wheat crop in Newton county this 
year was a fairly good one—in fact, bet- 
ter than we have had in many years. But 
it should be made larger and better next 
year. There is no reason why it cannot 
be made larger every year until the crop 
is at least large enough to supply the en- 
tire population of the county, if the prop- 
er effort is made to do it. Every farmer 
knows it is the merest folly to raise cot- 
ton at present prices, to buy corn and 
wheat at the present market quotations. 
Therefore, that sort of “financial farm- 
ing” will not do. It is cheaper to raise 
corn and wheat than it Is to raise cotton 
to buy them. More attention must be 
given to the raising of cereals and other 
food and provender crops. In order to en- 
courage the farmers—the producers of the 
country—and to inspire them to greater 
effort in the production of wheat and corn 
and hay, The Star would suggest that 
they meet and organize a local farmers’ 
club and offer some prizes for the best 
bushel of wheat, corn, potatoes and other 
valuable products, raised in Newton 
county in 1902. This is the way to inspire 
our farmers to greater effort in the pro- 
duction of all food crops in our county, 
and will do much to help our people in 
many ways. Other counties are moving 
in these matters, and much good is being 
accomplished in the raising of more and 
better and cheaper home supplies, than 
ean be purchased abroad with cheap cot- 
ton. Great good can be accomplished by 
offering premiums for the best bushels 
and the best yields per acre, etc. Such 
a farmers’ organization is greatly needel 
in our county and we hope to see a move- 
ment started at once to secure it, and the 
premiums offered in time for the prepara- 
tion of the lands for the fall crops. Let 
us have the organization.

There is going to be some contro- 
vérsy in the next congress over the tariff 
question, Colonel Lester believes. The 
last speech of President McKinley, which 
opened the way for reciprocity in the re- 
publican ranks, will be heard from again, 
but Colonel Lester does not believe the 
republicans will desert high tariff and 
protection. He can see no reason why 
they should do so. They have always 
won on that issue, he says, and there is 
no cause for a change at this time. While 
he does not know what the policy of 
President Roosevelt will be in connection 
with the tariff question, Colonel Lester 
does not believe there will be enough 
change of sentiment in the party to bring 
about a reaction. In his opinion the party 
will stick right square to the old protec- 
tive doctrine. They can’t afford to give 
it up. The ship subsidy question will!

gress, Colonel] Lester believes. Senators 
Hanna and Frye will bring it up again 
and it will probably be one of the most 
important matters considered when con- 
gress meets next winter.

To Remember Sir Walter Raleigh. 
(From The Raleigh News and Observer.) 

General Julian 8. Carr will propose at 
the coming meeting of the State Literary 
and Historical Association that the peo- 
ple of North Carolina erect a suitable 
bronze statue to Sir Walter Raleigh in 
this, our capital city, named in his 
honor. 

It is well known that the great and 
versatile Raleigh first introduced tobacco 
among the English-speaking people, and 
the story of the Englishman who 
thought he was on fire when he saw him 
smoking and threw a pitcher of water 
in his face to put him out has been 
told for three centuries. 

But though the tobacco men may i!ead 
in this just memorial of Raleigh, and 
there are such a multitude of those 
who have enjoyed the fragrant plant in 
North Carolina as to make the task 
easy to them alone, still it is a matter 
in which every North Carolinan will want 
to take a hand, While the smokers fre! 
an affection for the first of their class. 
Raleigh was first in many other things- 
as a statesman, soldier, scholar, ex- 
plorer, navigator, historian gnd philoso- 
pher. Raleigh first introduced potatoes 
from America into Ireland, where they 
were called Irish potatoes. It was Ral- 
eigh who advised Queen Elizabeth that 
the Spanish Amada ought to be attacked 
at sea instead of waiting for the fnvinci- 
ble Spanish infantry to land. 

So far as we know there is no statue 
to Sir Walter Raleigh anywhere on the 
earth. He spent two fortunes colonizing 
America and if King James had been 
equal to Elizabeth this Ulustrious man, 
Raleigh, would have seized South Amer- 
ica as he did our continent for the Anglio- 
Saxon race. 

Raleigh's statue in herole size ought to 
stand in the center of Nash square, where 
it may be the first object of interest to 
be seen by the thousands who pour into 
our capital city from the railroads. 

Developing Georgia Rice. 

The Georgia rice planters are trying to 
devise plans to develop -their industry. 
Among other points it is noted that fn 
1865 Georgia's rice crop amounted to 
52,000,000 pounds; in 1870 it fell to 22,000,000 
pounds; then in 1880 it rose to 2,000,000 
pounds; then fn 1890 fell to 14,500,000 pounds 
and since then has held about even. Ite 
lowest condition was in 1898, when the 
severe coast and tidal storms reduced 
the yield to 3,500,000 pounds. In the 
meantime, under less favorable condi- 
tions, the Loutsianans have adopted and 
discovered new methods whereby they 
have jumped from 4,400,000 pounds in 1860 
to 75,600,000 pounds in 1396, and in 1999, 
99,000,000 pounds, with 100,000 acres in cul- 
tivation.

OVER 700 MILES 


Newton Frazier Takes a Long 
Tramp to Get in Soldiers’ 
Home. 


WEPT LIKE A CHILD 
AT POLICE BARRACKS 


Police House and Feed Him—He 
Tells the Story About His Long 
Tramp of Weeks Through 
the Country—An In- 

teresting Tale. 


After a tramp on foot of 700 miles New- 
ton Frazier, an old confederate veteran, 
arrived in Atlanta yesterday for the pur- 
pose of entering the Soldiers’ home and 
when told that it was burned down he 
wept like a child. 

The old man had actually walked over 
700 miles, going on foot from place to 
place in order to get his war papers 
straight so that he might enter the home. 

When he arrived in the city and told his 
story to a citizen he was directed to the 
police barracks. At the barracks he stated 
that he ‘empet to enter the Soldiers’ 
home. When told that it was burned he 
sank into a chair and wept as he ex- 
claimed: 

“My God, I am ruined. I have walked 
700 mles and am so hungry that I am 
about to faint.’’ 

Turnkey Coogler at once ordered a sup- 
per for the old man and then he was 
asked to tell his story. He ate his supper 
ravenously, not leaving a scrap of bread. 

He stated that he was from Berrien 
county, this state. He was destitute and 
last August he started out to enter the 
Soldiers’ home. He first walked every 
step of the way to Walhalla, Oconee 
county, South Carolina, to get his papers 
signed up. He had to see an old comrade 
at Jackson, 8. C., and he walked to that 
town. There he was told that the man he 
wanted was living in Cartersville, this 
State, and he walked from Jackson to 
Cartersville. A few days ago he started 
on foot from Cartersville to Atlanta. Al- 
together he had walked over 700 miles. 

Newton Frazier is 65 years of age. He 
enlisted in the southern army at Wal- 
halla, S. C., in 1862 and served until the 
end of the war. 

Fifteen years ago jhe went to Berrien 
county to live with a son. He found the 
son poverty stricken. Last August he said 
he was coming to Atlanta to enter the 
home and he was told that he must first 
get his papers signed up. Then he began 
his long tramp. 

He believes that since the Soldiers’ 
home was burned he has taken his long 
walk for nothing. 

The old soldier was given a comfortable 
bed for the night and the police will look 
after him until he is taken care of by the 
veterans in the city.

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An interesting exhibition of out door 
gymnasium work took place yesterday at 
the Davis street, public school. 

For the past two years physical culture 
has been a regular feature of instruction, 
and the work has been carried on to a 
eonsiderable extent in the daily class ex- 
ercises indoors with great benefit to the. 
pupils. Out door work, however, was 
introduced for the first time the be- 
ginning of this term, and only in one 
school. The reason why Davis street 
school was favored above other schools 
is that the apparatus for out door gym- 
nasium was won as a prize on field day 
last May, when all the public schools 
pompeted, and when Davis street school 
made 2 points, the next nearest rival 
scoring but 13. Besides the apparatus, a 
beautiful prize banner from the Atlanta 
Athletic Club was also won. 

The fine part of this feature of the 
physical training is that it is done in the 
open air. Similar facilities in every school 
in the city, according to Dr. Toepel, di- 
rector of physical culture, would be in- 
valuable in increasing the scope and ben- 
efit of the work. 

The apparatus is placed in the play 
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cess. Each day one grade devotes its 
recess to the gymnasium work, though 
the term ‘‘work’’ could scarcely be ap- 
plied to anything which is hailed with 
such eagerness and delight. 

Yesterday a throng of children were 
seen performing on the out door appa- 
ratus, with Dr. Toepel present on his 
monthly visit to‘the school. It happened 
to be a class of girls, and their interest 
and enthusiasm showed that the exer- 
cises are regarded as great sport and a 
pleasure as well as a benefit. Their ap- 
paratus consists of rings, see-saw and 
balancing beam. Numerous exercises to 
strengthen and develop the muscles are 
taught ‘on the rings, the pupils all egter- 
ing into the work with remarkable at- 
tention and facility. 

One gf the best devices is the balancing 
beam, which consists of a wooden beam 
about 2 inches wide, suspended by a 
chain at each end attached to supports, 
and swinging parallel to the ground just 
escaping touching it. Practice in walk- 
ing this swaying beam is excellent to 
develop a sense of equilibrium, to culti- 
vate a good carriage. It is fine exercise 
for afi the muscles as well, being a very 
difficult feat to accomplish.

WUST PAY ALL TAXES TODAY

Time Limit Will Expire at Late Hour 
This Afternoon. 


MANY FI FAS WILL BE ISSUED 


Those Who Fail to Pay City Taxes 
Today Must Also Pay the 


| 


The third and final installment of city 
taxes must be paid today. Failure to 


make this payment will cause fi. fas. to 
be issued against all delinquents, and the 
city marshal will then take the matter in 


hand. 

It was stated in the city tax assessors 
office yesterday that there would be a 
large number of delinquents this year. 
Many hundreds of citizens have thus far 
failed to pay their taxes, and the indica- 
tions point to the certainty that Marshal 
Riley and his aésistants will have their 
hands full serving fi. fas. later on. 

Citizens who pay after fi. fas. have been 
issued against them must also pay an ad- 
ditional $1.50 as costs. Some of those who 
are expected to let the time limit expire 
without settling in full only owe 2% cents— 
the owners being over age. This is the 
tax on $20 worth of household goods, and 
the fi. fa. costs will miake the amount due 
the city $1.75. 

A large number of people paid their 
taxes yesterday. The tax assessors and 
the city tax collector and his clerks were 
kept busy all day. The crush at the city 
hall oinces today will doubtless be great- 
er than is usual on such occasions, as 
there seems to be a greater number of 
tardy tax payers this year than common. 

The only way to save costs is to pay 
today before the time limit expires. 
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boys look forward to their turn as the 
greatest event of the week. All the ap- 
paratus is very simple and absolutely 
safe, being but 10 feet high. The pri- 
mary grades use the apparatus at the 
short recesses and the higher classes at 
the half hour recess, so no time is lost 
from the class room work, and yet the 
children enjoy it. much more than their 
own play. 

Professor Toepel is delighted with the 
results of the out door gymnasium and 
is anxious to see it ‘introduced in all the 
schools He says that $1,000 would pro- 
vide simple apparatus sufficient for every 
school, and that it would do wonders in 
aiding the physical development and 
health of the children. It is, of course, 
supplementary to the regular indoor ex- 
ercises, which are taught daily by teach- 
ers of individual classes. They were in- 
structed in the methods at normal school 
by Professor Toepel, who also visits each 
school once a month to see the progress 
made. He personally directed the out 
door work at first until the children be- 
came familiar enough with the apparatus 
to use it with the teachers overlooking. 

A visit to the school during exercise pe- 
riod is the most convincing argument of 
the value of this feature of physical 
training.
